These people have 
proven they are true sportsmen in the Vander¬ 
bilt, Whitney, and Phipps sense. They are 
hardly involved in the sport solely for the 
money. 

Since Hoist the Flag’s injury no one associated 
with the Thoroughbred industry has seen fit to 
criticize either the Clarks or Mr. Watters in 
their handling of the colt. What credentials 
can Miss Hackney provide in regards to racing 
experience? A study of the horse’s training 
shows a pattern of slow, careful training and 
handling. He certainly was not rushed as 
charged. Mr. Watters had said, "Hoist the Flag 
is the one I’ve been looking for. For about 
25 years.” He was a man in pursuit of the 
Kentucky Derby, not for the money, but for 
the betterment of the sport. It is inconceiv¬ 
able why Mr. Watters, an accomplished and 


proven horseman, would do anything to jeop¬ 
ardize his dream. It is further inconceivable why 
one would unjustly criticize a man in pursuit 
of this dream.

Against Two-Year-Old Racing 

Sir: 

I think you missed the point Carol E. Hack¬ 
ney was trying to make in her letter you printed 
in the April issue. She said: "When will greedy 
owners and/or trainers allow Thoroughbreds 
to mature before racing them?” 

Hoist The Flag wasn’t the first three-year- 
old to be injured in training, and I doubt he’ll 
be the last. At three he is still just a colt; Thor¬ 
oughbreds often aren’t fully mature until the 
age of five, although four is usually given as 
the age of adulthood for a horse. 

An article by David P. Willoughby (’’Com¬ 
parative Animal Ages Discussed by a Scientist,” 
Maryland Horse, May, 1970), gave a conversion 
formula: 

Horse’s age equals .406 of man’s less 3.5 
or H P 4 q 6 equals man’s age. 

Using this we learn that a yearling is approxi¬ 
mately as old as an eleven-year-old boy, a two- 
year-old as a thirteen-and-a-half-year old boy 
and a three-year-old as a sixteen-year-old boy. 
Need we wonder why so many Thoroughbreds 
break down so young? 

Indeed, Mr. Editor, was Hoist the Flag

handled with such rare restraint and good 
judgment? He was raced only four times as 
a two-year-old, starting first in September. 
Still, to be ready for the races at two, most 
Thoroughbreds are broken as yearlings. They 
are carrying a man on their backs when they 
have approximately the physical maturity of 
a boy only eleven years old. 

Our present child labor laws protect our 
children from physical abuse for financial gain 
during their most vulnerable years. Our horses 
are not so lucky.

Landing Party’s New Owner 
Aims For Aintree Victory

Two weeks after winning the 75th running 
of the Maryland Hunt Cup, Landing Party was 
sold by his owner-rider, Dr. John R. S. Fisher, 
to Thomas Garland Tinsley of Glyndon, Md. 

Although they declined to disclose the selling 
price, both agreed that it was the largest sum 
ever paid for a timber horse. 

Mr. Tinsley said he bought the 9-year-old 
Maryland-bred gelding with only one thought 
in mind: "To win the 1972 running of the 
English Grand National.” 

Dr. Fisher will ride Landing Party in next 
year s Grand National. 

Terms of the agreement stipulate that Dr. 
Fisher will manage the horse throughout his 
entire racing career, making every decision 
just as if he were still the property of the 
Pennsylvania veterinarian. 

Mrs. Fisher, who has been Landing Party’s 
exercise girl throughout his timber racing 
career, said that she was reluctant to give her 
approval to the deal "until they put a para¬ 
graph in the contract which said that Landing 
Party would come back to our farm after he 
was finished racing.” 

Mr. Tinsley, owner of the 90-acre God’s 
Acres estate on Butler road, has never before 
owned a race horse. "I was born on a horse,” 


said the music corporation owner, "and I rode 
a lot as a child.” 

Although neither Mr. or Mrs. Tinsley has 
foxhunted in recent years, Mr. Tinsley said 
that he definitely expects to ride his brilliant 
timber horse after the gelding is retired. 

Born in Tennessee and raised in Virginia 
and Maryland, Mr. Tinsley said that he has 
lived in the Baltimore county area for 50 years. 
He and his wife purchased God’s Acres 17 
years ago. 

The Tinsleys have no children unless you 
count the four-legged kind.” 

A graduate of Hill School in Jackson, Wyo¬ 
ming, and Yale University, Mr. Tinsley is presi¬ 
dent and owner of the Maryland Music Corpo¬ 
ration which furnishes background music for 
factories, office buildings, etc. He at one time 
owned the Bullets basketball team. He also 
once owned two Richmond (Va.) television 
stations and before that was employed in Phila¬ 
delphia by the Chase Securities Corporation 
and in New York by Dillon, Read and Com¬ 
pany. 

Mr. Tinsley’s sudden emergence as the owner 
of the world’s finest timber horse was fore¬ 
shadowed by a full-page advertisement in the 
program for the Maryland Grand National last

month. The Grand National program had never 
before carried an ad. But this year the center 
page was devoted to "Muzak World Wide, 
The Only One.” The advertisement was paid 
for by the Maryland Music Corporation, One 
North Charles Street, Baltimore. 

One week after the sale of Landing Party 
was consummated, Dr. Fisher flew to England 
where he began the task of securing a trainer. 
He said he was undecided whether he would 
engage a trainer in England or Ireland. Heading 
his list of prospective candidates were Fred 
Winter in England and Dan Moore in Ireland. 
Since Dr. Fisher had himself once worked for 
Mr. Moore, the odds seemed to favor the Irish¬ 
man. 

Agreeing that luck was the most important 
single factor in winning the Aintree Grand 
National, Dr. Fisher said: "Landing Party has 
the class to beat anything they’ve got over there, 
I think. Of course, he has never raced over 
brush. So in that sense the Grand National 
will be a completely new ball game.” 

Landing Party has twice captured the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup (1969 and 1971) and estab¬ 
lished a new course record in winning this year. 
His time of 8.42 took one-fifth of a second off 
Jay Trump’s old mark. Jay Trump won the 
Aintree Grand National in 1965 following 


Maryland Hunt Cup victories in 1963 and 1964. 
The year after the Grand National, Jay Trump 
returned to the Glyndon course to gain his 
third Maryland Hunt Cup victory 

Bred in Maryland by Fendall M. Clagett at 
his Larking Hill Farm in Anne Arundel county, 
Landing Party is by *Beechpark out of Blue 
Sloop by Blue Larkspur. Mr. Clagett sold 
Landing Party as a yearling in an auction sale 
at Timonium. Dr. Fisher acquired the horse 
three years later at a Keeneland auction. When 
bought for $1,400 by Dr. Fisher, Landing 
Party was a 4-year-old unraced colt. 

Thirty-five-year-old Johnny Fisher gives all 
the credit for Landing Party’s development to 
his wife, Dolly. Said Dr. Fisher: "He goes 
beautifully for Dolly. He’s a great hunter when 
she’s riding him. When I get up on him, he’s 
a different horse. I guess he thinks he’s racing 
when I’m riding.” 

Mrs. Fisher admits to being sad over the 
sale of her favorite horse but adds that "it 
gives Johnny an opportunity to ride in the 
Grand National that he would never have had 
if we didn’t sell him.” 

Although Landing Party has fallen only once 
during his entire racing career (that spill 
occurring in the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup in 
his third start three years ago), the Aintree 
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"It wasn't really the money. It was the opportunity . .

Grand National presents new and horrendous 
hazards. The principal danger comes not from 
the jumps themselves but from the size of the 
field and the number of loose and falling 
horses. Many a great jumper has gone down in 
the race through no fault of his own. 

Both Dr. Fisher and Mr. Tinsley plan to 
make trips abroad to check on their horse's 
training condition “every three or four weeks, 
at least.” 

Owner and manager also agree that Landing 
Party should be flown to his new trainer “as 
quickly as possible.” Said Dr. Fisher: We’ll 
certainly get him there in June. He’ll need all 
the time he can possibly have to acclimatize 
himself to his new diet, handlers and surround¬ 
ings. This is an extremely sensitive and intelli¬ 
gent horse. I know that his problems will be 
just as much psychological as physiological.” 

Asked how he happened to decide on the 
purchase of Landing Party, Mr. Tinsley said: 
“I’ve thought for a long time that this country 
should have another representative at Aintree. 
When Landing Party beat Jay Trump’s record 
this year in the Maryland Flunt Cup, I decided 
he was the one to do it.” 

Questioned as to his reaction when first 
approached by Mr. Tinsley regarding the sale 
of Landing Party, Dr. Fisher said: “I told him 
this horse was not for sale, had never been for 
sale and would never be for sale. But that didn’t 
discourage him. He asked if he could come up 
to our farm (in Coatesville, Pennsylvania) and 
explain his offer. I told him we would listen 
but wouldn’t sell. 

“But when the whole deal was explained, I 
realized I simply couldn’t turn it down. It 
wasn’t really the money. It was the opportunity 
to do things we would have been unable to do 
by ourselves.” D

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Few horses and riders ever have managed to make those four grinding miles and 22 diffi¬ 
cult timber fences of the Maryland Hunt Cup look easy. 

But owner-rider Dr. John R. S. Fisher and Landing Party galloped it so handily, on that 
bright April afternoon of the 75th running, that they won by 10 lengths and cut a fifth of a second 
from the course record in the bargain. 

The fastest Maryland Hunt Cup in history just didn’t seem that fast, Johnny Fisher said as 
the dust of departing traffic settled over America’s most challenging timber course. 

"The thought of a record never entered my mind. The reason for the record is that Haffaday 
was right at my throat, and we started running after the eighth fence, instead of after the 17th, 
which is the usual pattern.” 

The post-race conversation between Fisher and his longtime friend, Louis (Paddy) Neilson 
3d, Haffaday’s rider, sounded as if they had just ended a smashing good foxhunt. 

"That darned old Yummy!” said Fisher, referring to Haffaday by his family nickname. "I 
was afraid he’d catch us the whole way.” 

"You did drag us,” admitted Neilson with a grin. 

Oddly, the first three horses to finish in the 12-horse field were former winners of the Hunt 
Cup in successive years: Landing Party in 1969, Haffaday a year earlier, and Mrs. John B. Hannum’s 
Morning Mac last year. 

The Hunt Cup record was held by Mrs. Mary Stephenson’s already legendary Jay Trump, who 
ran the course in 8:42 1/5 in 1963 and later thrilled the racing world by winning the Grand 
National in England. 

Landing Party, in his ’69 victory, looked as if he might be headed for a record, but hit one 
fence hard, which took some of the run out of him briefly. He finished three and three-fifths sec¬ 
onds off Jay Trump’s mark on that occasion. 
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Course Record Set By 
Landing Party In His 
Second Hunt Cup Win

Not since 1950 had there been so 
many entries in a Maryland Hunt Cup, and 
those who feel deeply about this unique race 
could feel jubilant about the statistics (16 
original entries, 12 starters, seven finishers) — 
particularly when one thinks about the day in 
1967 when only three started and two finished. 
There were those who predicted gloomily that 
there would be an early end to the Maryland 
Hunt Cup if that trend continued, so this 
year’s good crop of jumpers was a subject for 
general rejoicing. 

As Dr. Fisher observed to friends after the 
race: 

"There were 12 good quality horses out there, 
and any one of six or eight of them could have 
won.” 

Of his own journey, he added: 

"It wasn’t an easy race. I kept my horse last, 
because I figured he should stay out of trouble 
in such a large field. He was jumping so well 
that I felt certain he could win if he didn’t 
fall over somebody.” 

The chronology of the race went this way: 

First away at the start was Viking Stables’ 
hard-knocking Whackerjack, carrying the slight 
figure of U. S. Olympic rider Kathy Kusner — 
and 50 pounds of lead to make the required 
165 pounds. It was an historic "first” for both 
Kathy and the Hunt Cup committee, which 
hasn’t changed many of its regulations since 
about 1903. As a licensed jockey in Maryland 
and a number of other states, she was "accept¬ 
able to the committee,” as the rules state, and 
thus she became the first woman to ride in a 
Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Not famed as a speedster, Whackerjack still 
held the lead over the justly famed third 
fence, where many a Hunt Cup hopeful has 
come to grief in other years. It was here that 
Early Earner and rider H. Bruce Fenwick 
parted, and Landing Party made an uncom¬ 


fortably close fence but came out of it 
well. 

Fisher kept his horse back in the pack un¬ 
til the eighth, then picked his way through 
the field as he made his move. Haffaday, Red¬ 
mond C. Stewart, Jr.’s "Yummy,” and Morning 
Mac were right up there, as the others became 
strung out along the route and a few met mis¬ 
haps. 

Tommy Smith, who had been Jay Trump’s 
rider in his three triumphs here and in the 
Grand National, went down with Mary Lee 
Howard’s Bull Tick at the 14th. (Bull Tick 
runs as Bon Bon II at the point-to-points, where 
he has won several ladies’ races with his 
owner riding.). 

Carl Meister, Jr., and his wife’s Mac Beep 
fell on a turn near the 15 th fence, and another 
of Mrs. Hannum’s horses, Bradford Meeting, 
failed to jump the 18th. "These fences were 
just too big for him,” said rider Buzz Hannum 
regretfully. 

John B. Merryman’s veteran Gassendi was 
eased up at the 18th by Edwin Merryman, re¬ 
ducing the survivors to seven — surely a cred¬ 
itable number of finishers in this or any year, 
when one considers the size of those post and 
rail fences, and the attrition rate they have 
caused through the decades. 

As the field came into full view of spectators 
at the finish line, it was Landing Party by 10 
lengths, Haffaday by 15 over Morning Mac, 
who was well ahead of Mrs. B. H. Griswold 
3d’s Verbier. Although he finished fourth, 
Verbier later was disqualified for cutting a 
flag at the seventh jump. 

The disqualification moved up Harry H. 
Webb’s St. James Corner (at 14, the senior 
citizen in the race), ridden by J. B. Secor, to 
fourth and Miss Kusner and Whackerjack to 
fifth. Behind them was Stuart S. Janney, Jr.’s 
Arno, with Charles C. Fenwick, Jr., up. 
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At the thirteenth Haffaday and Landing 
Party (right) fenced almost in tandem, 
but Landing Party drew away to win by 
10 lengths, breaking the course record.

The same fate awaited Mac Beep and 
Carl Meister, Jr. (below) at the 19th fence. 


In the green and white tent that is symbolic 
of the Maryland Hunt Cup paddock scene, Dr. 
Fisher talked about Landing Party after the 
race. 

"Riding him was just like sitting in an arm¬ 
chair,” he reflected. "He truly is a remarkable 
horse—a great horse. He ran an even pace the 
whole way, but he was full of run.” 

He bought Landing Party, now 9, as a 4-year- 
old unraced colt at the Keeneland sales, for a 
timber prospect. By *Beechpark out of a Blue 
Larkspur mare named Blue Sloop, Landing 
Party was bred in Maryland by Fendall M. 
Clagett at his Larking Hill Farm. 

Interviewed about 10 days after his Hunt 
Cup victory, Dr. Fisher reported that the 
horse came out of the race "perfectly—he 
couldn’t be better.” 

Landing Party couldn’t run in the 1970 
Maryland Hunt Cup because he had injured 
a leg earlier at the Maryland Grand National, 
and wasn’t quite right for what was scheduled 
as his next race, in which he certainly would 
have been a heavy favorite. 

"It was too bad, because two or three days 
after that Hunt Cup, he actually was better 
than he’d been before,” Dr. Fisher reflected. 

Because of that injury last year, Landing 
Party was raced "with great care” in his three 
victories this season (at Elkridge-Harford and 
the Grand National). Dry weather had created 
cement-like footing, and Fisher said he "thought 
the roughest part of the whole course at the 
Hunt Cup was the stretch.” 

The Fishers’ home is a 95-acre farm named 
Glenderro near Coatesville, Pa., where they 
have lived for about 10 years. Landing Party, 
who has no nickname, likes to graze on the 
lawn while the Fisher youngsters play around 
him. 

"He’s kept like a pony; a five-year-old kid 
could ride him,” said his owner. 

And few horsemen would argue with Fisher’s 
conclusion: 

"He’s a once-in-a-lifetime horse — a great 
horse.” 

Seven thousand people at Glyndon that 
afternoon certainly would agree. □

Cjreat timber horses have been seen before 
in Maryland. 

Billy Barton won the Maryland Hunt Cup in 
1926. Blockade in 1938, 1939 and 1940. There 
was Winton (1942, 1946, 1947), Mountain 
Dew (1962, 1965, 1967) and Jay Trump in 
1963, 1964 and 1966. 

And now there is Landing Party. 

Winner of two of the race’s last three re¬ 
newals (he did not compete in 1970), Landing 
Party was described after this year’s race by 
defeated jockey Paddy Neilson in words of 
unparalleled praise. 

Said Neilson: "He must be the greatest 
horse to run here in the last 30 years. 

Winner of the Grand National at Butler 
(Md.) the previous Saturday, Landing Party 
attained peak form in a peerless performance 
when the 75th running of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup was held in Glyndon on the final Saturday 
in April. 

Coasting home in eased up fashion, Landing 
Party won the four-mile 22-fence race by ten 
lengths over Haffaday, ridden by Neilson. 
Owned, trained and ridden by 35-year-old Dr. 
John R. S. Fisher, Landing Party set a new 
course record of 8.42, taking 1/5 of a second 
off the mark set by Jay Trump in 1963. 

A distant third was Mrs. John B. Hannum s 
Morning Mac, the 1970 Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner. Haffaday had won the race in 1968 
—meaning that the first three finishers all 
claimed one victory in previous runnings of 
the world’s most difficult timber race. 


Twelve horses started in this year’s re¬ 
newal and seven completed the course. Among 
the seven was Whacker jack, who made history 
in that he was ridden by 31-year-old Kathy 
Kusner, the first woman ever to ride in the 
race. 

Miss Kusner finished sixth (beating only 
Arno, ridden by Charles Fenwick), but she 
was a big factor in the early stages, sending 
Whacker jack out to a long early lead. Arno 
was closest to him in the early running, but, 
on the second circuit of the big fences, both 
gave way suddenly to Landing Party and 
Haffaday. 

Finishing fourth and fifth were Mrs. Ben¬ 
jamin H. Griswold, Ill’s Verbier and Harry H. 
Verbier was, however, disqualified from fourth 
position for cutting a flag. 

Failing to complete the course were Bull 
Tick, Early Earner, Bradford Meeting, Mac 
Beep and Gassendi. 

There is, perhaps, no better way to give 
a report on the 75th Maryland Hunt Cup and 
the 69th Grand National than to reprint 
excerpts from an article about Dr. Fisher 
carried in this magazine last year. 

Dr. Fisher rode his own horse to victory in 
both of those races this year. Last year, he 
didn’t start Landing Party in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup because of a minor injury. 

All of the text on the following three pages 
is reprinted from the April issue of 1970. 
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. . it’s in training horses that I get my 
satisfaction. To me, developing a young horse 
is the funnest thing in the world.” 

Today Johnny Fisher is finally getting 
around to doing what he has wanted to do all 
his life—train horses on a full-time basis. He 
lives with his wife, Dolly, on their 95-acre 
Glenderro Farm in Coatesville, Pa. Husband 
and wife both come from horse-oriented Mary¬ 
land families and both were born and raised in 
Maryland. 

John’s uncle is Janon Fisher, Jr., owner- 
trainer of the great Mountain Dew (Maryland 
Hunt Cup winner 1962, 1965, 1967) and 
trainer of the equally brilliant Blockade (Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup winner 1938, 1939, 1940). 
John’s grandfather, the late John Rush Streett, 
is honored by a Maryland timber race which 
bears his name, and it was for Mr. Streett 
(John’s mother’s father) that Johnny was 
named. 

Dolly was an O’Donovan before her 
marriage. Her grandfather, John O’Donovan, 
owned Garry Owen (Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner 1901, 1902, 1907). Her father owned 
Myrmidon (Maryland Hunt Cup runner-up 
1940). Her uncle, Hugh J. O’Donovan, owned 
Lancrel (Maryland Hunt Cup winner 1956). 

Admitting that he gets nervous even think¬ 
ing about the magnitude of the fences he will 
face again this month in the Maryland Hunt 
Cup, the six-foot two-inch jockey says: "There’s 
no race like it anywhere in the world as far 
as I’m concerned. Nothing I’ve ever seen 
comes close. It’s awesome. 


"In other races a fence is a fence. You see 
it coming up to you, you look at it, you jump 
it. But in the Maryland Hunt Cup (the third, 
thirteenth and sixteenth fences are 4-feet 10 
inches) it’s different. You don’t just look at 
a fence, gauge it and jump it. Oh you look at 
it, all right. And you do gauge it. And you 
hope very hard that you get over it. In fact, 
up until you’ve gotten over the thirteenth 
jump those fences are all that you think about. 

"In other races you concern yourself first 
with position of your horse in that race, how 
the other horses are going, what you have to 
watch out for in the way of unexpected 
trouble. Like you might note that the horse in 
front of you has a tendency to drift to the 
left approaching his fences. You note it and 
remember not to move toward him on that 
side. 

"But in the Maryland Hunt Cup it’s all 
different. You think first about getting over 
the fences. You don’t worry about position 
until you’ve gotten over the thirteenth. All 
you’re thinking about over those first thirteen 
jumps is getting over the fence without falling. 

"After the thirteenth your attitude changes. 
You’ve still got nine jumps left. You feel by 
that time if you’ve made it that far you’ve got 
a good chance. So you start looking around to 
see where the other horses are. All of a sudden 
strategy becomes important. You say to your¬ 
self: ’Well, I know now I can handle the 
course. Now I’ve got to concentrate on winning 
the race.’ ”

Why does a no longer young man come 
back to ride in the world s most difficult timber 
race after breaking his back in a spill two 
years ago? He has a lovely wife, two young 
sons (Rush, 10, and Jack, 8), a beautiful home 
everything a man could want out of life. 

John ponders the question. "Why do I do 
it?” he asks. "Why? Oh, I don’t know. Why 
do men climb mountains? The mountain is 
still there after they climb it.” 

Then Johnny is asked: "Is it to test and 
prove your nerve?” 

"Oh, no,” smiles the non-practicing veteri¬ 
narian, "if you’ve got to prove your nerve 
you’ll never ride in the race. Nerve is some¬ 
thing you either have or don’t have. You’ve 
known ever since you were a kid whether 
you had nerve or not. 

”1 was never a good rider. But I’ve got two 
things going for me: Experience and confi¬ 
dence in myself. These things come with age. 
I’m mature enough now not to care what I 


look like on a horse. I’m less impressed by 
other riders. I know my limitations. 

"That’s why Mikey Smithwick was so good. 
He forgot everything except the race. 

"When you’re a kid with no experience 
you get caught up in the excitement of the race. 
The man says 'Go!’ and you go. You don’t 
think about anything. I remember one day I 
was riding in Virginia as a kid and after a mile 
and a half I noticed that I was whistling. 
Wasn’t thinking of a thing. Just having one 
swell time, sitting there whistling to myself. 

"That’s the big thing with kids who don’t 
have experience. They re so excited they don t 
know what they’re doing. Experience teaches 
you to think under pressure. You can’t worry 
about yourself or about prolonging your life. 
You’ve got to say to yourself: Watch out for 
that horse. He jumps to the left. How many 
fences are there still to jump? Am I close 
enough? How much horse do I still have under 
me?’

'But those things stay pretty far back in 
your mind in the Maryland Hunt Cup. At 
least until the thirteenth. Your first thought 
in the Maryland is get over the fences. You 
want a clean shot, a fair break at every fence. 
You don’t hesitate to give up lengths for a 
better shot at a jump. You can’t make more 
than one mistake on that course. If you’re on 
a helluva horse, he might survive one mistake. 
But it takes so much out of him. No horse 
can stand up after a second mistake. No race 
bothers you like that race. It gets you on edge 
weeks before it’s run. The last week before the 
race you get a sick feeling. I hate it. But I 
guess I love it, too. Or else I wouldn’t be 
riding in it. You get so psyched up. I think to 
do a good job on anything in life you’ve got to 
get psyched up. At least I do. 

"You can’t have any question in your mind 
about winning. You know you’re going to win. 
You’ve gotta win. If you don’t feel that way 
you won’t last three fences. It would be suicide 
to ride that race without feeling that way. 

Of course, any kid with an ounce of guts 
will accept a mount in the race. That’s what 
scares me most. Green kids on bad horses. 
You can’t blame the kids. It’s the owners. 
They’re committing a criminal act when they 
put a young kid on an inexperienced horse. A 
kid should start off in the Maryland Hunt Cup 
bke I did. Ben Griswold told me he had a nice 
horse who wouldn’t win the race but that he’d 
get around safe. That was Edward M. I rode 
him and finished fifth (1954). It was a tremen¬ 
dous experience. 

"But there are owners who don’t have Ben 
Griswold’s judgment. They’ll put a boy on 
anything they have in the barn. Even a horse 
they know won’t last three fences. 

"You can’t blame the boys for riding them. 
Why I could call up J. B. Secor right now and 
get him to ride a horse he didn’t know anything 
about. I’d say: 'J. B., I gotta horse that hasn’t 
jumped too much but I think he might be 
better than Landing Party. Want to ride him 
in the Maryland Hunt Cup?’ 

J. B. would say 'sure’ right away. But he’s 
£°t his mother to save him. In five minutes 
Sara would be on the telephone bawling me 
°ut. Unfortunately, not all the kids have 
mothers as knowledgeable as Sara.” 

How about the horses in the race? Where 
do they come from? 


Landing Party, a foal of 1962, was bred in 
Maryland by Fendall M. Clagett at his Larking 
Hill Farm in Anne Arundel county. John 
bought him for $1,400 as an unraced 4-year-old 
at a Keeneland winter auction sale. 

"He caught my eye,” explains Dr. Fisher. 
"He was an entire colt. The first thing I did 
was castrate him.” 

By *Beechpark out of the Blue Larkspur 
mare Blue Sloop, Landing Party can, in his 
owner’s words, "jump any fence in the country.” 
His sire, *Beechpark, was a stakes-winner over 
jumps and is by the great stallion *Nasrullah. 

"Dolly deserves all the credit for Landing 
Party,” says Dr. Fisher. "She made him. He 
goes better with her than he does with me. He’s 
a brute sometimes. But with Dolly he relaxes 
and doesn’t take as much hold. I don’t know 
why it is but it is. Maybe he knows when 
Dolly’s riding that he won’t be racing. So he’s 
not as much on the bit.” EH 


Delaware Tries Twilight Racing 

Delaware Park will feature twilight racing 
every Friday during its divided 1971 Thorough¬ 
bred race meeting. First race post time will be 
3:30 p.m. 

Delaware Park opens its 34th season with 
a 33-day stand, beginning Saturday, May 29. A 
32-day meeting will be conducted in late sum¬ 
mer, opening Saturday, August 21. This is 
the first split meeting in the track’s history. 

In a more dramatic change of policy, Dela¬ 
ware Park this year will become the first major 
track in the East to conduct Sunday racing 
and has scheduled a majority of its prime at¬ 
tractions for the Sunday programs. There 
will be no racing on Tuesdays in either half 
of the season. The regular daily post time, in¬ 
cluding Sundays and excepting Fridays, will be 
1:30 p.m. 

Each card will include nine races, the Daily 
Double and four Exactas. There will be Exacta 
wagering on the third, fifth, seventh and ninth 
races. 

The decision to experiment with a late- 
matinee, or twilight format, on Fridays, was 
made jointly by track president Baird C. Brit- 
tingham and general manager Edward T. Mc¬ 
Lean after lengthy study. □ 
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Hunt Cup Crowd 


A peace march in Washington, chilly 
weather, and a ban on liquor seemed to temper 
the Maryland Hunt Cup crowd this spring. 

Last year, some 16,000 spectators gathered 
on the hill and parking areas, drinking, spread¬ 
ing debris, and fighting. This year, the fans 
were estimated at a well-behaved 7,000. 

Many people believed that if this year’s 75th 
renewal had drawn such rowdyism, property 
owners Mr. and Mrs. Gary Black and Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Y. Martin, Jr., would have refused 
the use of their land next year. 

“Let’s just say that if it continues the same 
as this year, it will be run every year,” said 
Mrs. Black, the week after the race. “But if 
we have another fiasco, who knows what will 
happen?” It is the Blacks’ prerogative, of 
course, to decide whether the race will be 
run over their property at Snow Hill, site of 
the Hunt Cup since 1922. 

Hunt Cup committee secretary Charles Fen¬ 
wick said “the police suggested last year that 
we should abolish the race, but no one involved 
with the Hunt Cup ever gave that serious con¬ 
sideration.” 

As far as scheduling the race at an alternate 
time, such as a weekday, Mr. Fenwick said that 
“no serious consideration” was given to that, 
either. “It wouldn’t fit in with the other [hunt] 
races, and it just wouldn’t be that nice at 8 
o’clock on a Monday morning.” 

The Hunt Cup committee met with state 
and county policemen several times during the 
past year, planning changes to control the 
crowd. 

In the words of Mrs. Black, the race was 
‘^better organized due to experience.” 

All parking stickers were sold in advance, 
bearing a warning that the property is private 



and that “permission to enter the premises will 
be given only to those persons who are not 
intoxicated and do not have alcoholic beverages 
on their person or in their possession.” It 
threatened violators with “immediate arrest, 
confiscation of property and criminal prosecu¬ 
tion.” 

No one was allowed into the race area 
before 1 P.M. and one entire parking lot was 
abolished, so that all cars were directed to the 
same lot at approximately the same time. Police 
had noted that in former years troublemakers 
tended to arrive early and “stir up trouble on 
the parking lot.” 

State police manned the roadblocks, and 
county policemen worked in the parking areas. 
There were 32 county policemen and 22 state 
policemen on the scene, with Capt. August C. 
Bonsall commanding the county policemen and 
Lieut. William Gerwig in charge of the state 
policemen. 

Police re-routed and turned away buses, 
mobile campers, and trucks. Lieutenant Gerwig 
explained that “the majority of these are 
troublemakers. They’re already together and 
they’re pretty inebriated when they get there. 
They go as a group, and they don’t mingle 
with the crowd.” 

The county police brought three K-9 dogs 
to the race, but Captain Bonsall said they were 
not taken from their cages, and most people

didn’t even know they were there.” He said 
they brought no other special equipment ex¬ 
cept "a couple” of motorcycles and some walkie- 
talkies to "keep in touch when we were out of 
the cars.” 

Captain Bonsall said they had "no problems 
whatsoever. I think we had one child reported 
lost.” 

Lieutenant Gerwig said the state police 
brought no special equipment. "What can a 
police department do to contain a crowd that 
size, if it gets really rowdy? We just tried to 
prevent the problems of the past.” 

Asked how a policeman was chosen to work 
at the Hunt Cup, Lieutenant Gerwig said, "We 
tried to use people who don’t go off the deep 
end: people who can look at mild drinking 
and not get upset. They can be either old or 
young. That doesn’t make much difference.” 

Lieutenant Gerwig is in charge of the state 
police Hunt Cup contingent because it falls 
within his Randallstown barrack area. 

Captain Bonsall and Litutenant Gerwig both 
thought the weather was one of the biggest 
factors with the crowd. The temperature was 
somewhere in the low 50’s, with a persistent 
chilling wind. People tended to stay in their 
cars until just before the race, instead of 
ambling about the hillside. Everyone had left 
the area by 6 P.M., Lieutenant Gerwig said. 

"Last year we treated 14 people for cut feet 
at the ambulance,” recalled Lieutenant Gerwig. 
This year there were none. There weren’t any 
fights this year, either, and last year we had 
many. There was no way to stop the drinking, 
but at least it was kept under cover.” Neither 
policeman reported seeing any drug problems, 
or evidence of marijuana. 

"I saw more families this year,” said Lieu¬ 
tenant Gerwig. "Last year there were fewer 
families and little kids. They may have been 
staying away, and the advance publicity about 
no drinking could have brought them back.” 

Everyone connected with the race seemed 
to think that a much-publicized demonstration 



in Washington against the Vietnam war drew 
many youths who might otherwise have at¬ 
tended the Hunt Cup. Mrs. Black went so far 
as to say that 99 per cent of the youths who 
might have caused trouble were in Washington, 
or Ocean City, for the weekend. 

Mr. Fenwick said that "so far we have 
received no complaints” about the race. He 
noted that there were one-third fewer auto¬ 
mobiles, but that more programs were sold 
than last year. "This could indicate that the 
serious horse people were there, but not as 
many came to live it up.’ 

He also said that "there were 16 names on 
the program this year, compared to six or 
nine in most other years.” This fact would tend 
to draw those interested in seeing an exciting 
horse race. 

The committee provided more trash barrels 
this year (a total of 70), he said. "But that’s 
not the reason for less littering. People just 
weren’t there as long.” 

Michael DiGiacomo, scoutmaster of Boy 
Scout Troop 315, which cleaned up the park¬ 
ing area after the race, said: "We were sur¬ 
prised how little time it took us to clean up. 
It took 15 or 16 hours last year, and only five 
or six this year.” 

He added that "the police did a better job of 
getting people out of the parking lot this year. 
Last year it had rained, and we helped push a 
lot of cars which got stuck in the mud.” 

Some people have questioned the effects a 
rowdy crowd might have on Boy Scouts, but 
Mr. DiGiacomo said, "I don’t think they’re 
exposed to anything (at the hunt races) that 
they are unaware exists. Nothing has ever 
happened to cause us to say we won’t bring 
the troops back next year.” □

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Kentucky Oaks Outshines 
Derby For Marylanders

As far as the Maryland contingent was 
concerned, the Big Race was run at Churchill 
Downs the day before the Kentucky Derby. 
Carrying a $50,000-added purse, the Ken¬ 
tucky Oaks is a mile and a sixteenth race for 
3-year-old fillies. 

Fendall M. Clagett and his Giant Food 
Stores partners had their At Arms Length 
entered in this 97th running of the Oaks. 
Although fillies do occasionally compete in the 
Derby, only one (Regret, 1915) has ever won 
the mile and a quarter race. 

So, in effect, Churchill Downs puts on each 
year a championship contest for girls on the 
Friday before the boys’ race. On Saturday, the 
track stages its super-colossal production— 
the one and only Kentucky Derby, replete with 
bands, soldiers, 123,000 spectators and another 
rendition of "My Old Kentucky Home.” 

Twice Maryland-bred colts (Kauai King, 
1966, and Dancer’s Image, 1968) have won 
the Kentucky Derby. But this year no one 
could give Maryland much of a chance. Out of 
the 20 starters, only one, Royal Leverage, was 
a Maryland-bred. Royal Leverage had won 
only one race—a $10,000 claiming test against 
maidens. 

So with the Kentucky Derby a foregone 
lost cause as far as Maryland was concerned, 
everyone from the nation s fourth largest 
Thoroughbred breeding state turned his at¬ 
tention to the Oaks—hoping with provincial 


pride that At Arms Length would become the 
country’s leading 3-year-old filly. 

Although At Arms Length had won two 
stakes this year, she had never met such 
quality as she was to oppose in the Oaks. 
Owners of the opposition included Leslie 
Combs, C. V. Whitney, Lazy F Ranch, Louisa 
Carpenter, Mrs. R. L. Reineman, Thomas 
Mellon Evans and T. A. Grissom. 

"What,” said trainer Eddie Gaudet, "am I 
doing here with a filly who broke her maiden 
at Timonium?” 

Sires of the opposition included Graustark, 
Creme dela Creme, * Sea-Bird, Mongo, Bold 
Bidder, Bagdad and Sir Gaylord. 

At Arms Length is by Nashver. Her dam 
is Miss Holton Arms, a daughter of Assembly- 
man. 

To make the trip, Mr. Clagett purchased 
a new van. 

"Oh,” said a visitor to the stable the after¬ 
noon of the Oaks, "is it painted in your colors 
with ’Larking Hill Farm’ on it?” 

"No,” cracked trainer Gaudet, "we’ve got 
’Giant Food Stores’ on it.” 

The owners of Giant Food—Lillian Solo¬ 
mon and her brothers, Emanuel and Israel 
Cohen—own one-half of At Arms Length. 
They bought their interest for $7,500 soon 
after Clagett had acquired the filly from the 
estate of E. Taylor Chewning for $15,000.

Although At Arms Length has many owners 
(all of whom were in Louisville for the Oaks), 
it can be said emphatically that she has only 
one trainer—Mr. Gaudet. Eddie proved that 
point a couple of months ago in Maryland 
when he and Clagett disagreed on where to 
tun the filly. 

"I’m the trainer,” Gaudet said with wild 
emotion. 

"And I’m the owner,” replied Clagett with 
ted-headed fury. 

"Then find yourself another trainer, Mr. 
Owner,” responded Gaudet. "I quit.” 

Unemployed for the rest of the day, Gaudet 
was rehired the following morning. Only 
knowing needlers now suggest to Gaudet and 
Clagett that they run their filly against colts. 
Gaudet has proved that he’ll quit his job 
rather than commit that crime. 

So there they were in Kentucky, opposing 
the nation’s best fillies in an all filly race. In 
an hour, Gaudet would know how well At 
Arms Length stacked up against the best. 

Usually casual in his dress, Eddie was attired 
for the occasion. New pin-striped suit, new 
shirt, new tie, new shoes. He was nervous 
but attentive to the smallest detail ("take that 
throat-latch up one more hole”). 

Eddie turned his head to the skies. "I know,” 
he said, "that if Mr. Chewning can do anything 
for us that he’s working on it. Maybe we won’t

get anything today. But one thing is sure. We 
come a long way from Marlboro with our 
$15,000 filly.” 

On the walk to the paddock, Gaudet ob¬ 
served that his filly was in season. Some 
luck,” he said. "She's been horsing ever since 
she got in Kentucky.” 

With groom Harry Nixon leading her, At 
Arms Length went through the tunnel and 
into the Churchill Downs paddock. Standing 
within the enclosure were all the big names of 
the Kentucky breeding industry. Bull Hancock 
and Leslie Combs attracted the largest 
gatherings. 

The Clagetts and Cohens clustered around the 
only Maryland-bred in the race. 

Ron Barnes, down from Maryland to ride 
his favorite filly, came into the paddock 
wearing the Larking Hill Farm colors—gray, 
black cross sashes, gold sleeves, black and 
gold quartered cap. 

The odds board showed 7 to 1 against the 
Marylanders. 

At Arms Length was post position No. 2. 
The No. 3 horse was Mr. Combs’s Silent Beauty 
at 14 to 1. Heavily favored at 4 to 5 was 
Grafitti, owned by Mrs. Carpenter. 

When they left the gate, Silent Beauty broke 
a stride in front of At Arms Length. For the 
first half-mile, the race was between the two 
of them. Always against the rail, At Arms 
Length was compelled to strain a bit more 
than Barnes would have wanted. She couldn t 
quite make up for the one stride she lost at 
the gate. She raced willingly and gamely. But 
she was in tight against the rail and just 
enough behind Silent Beauty to make her 
position tenuous. 

After three-quarters of a mile, the leaders 
were joined by Grafitti, the favorite. Grafitti 
edged into second position but she could not 
catch the pacesetter. 

Obviously beaten for the first two places, 
At Arms Length would have quit had she 
been of lesser courage. Instead, she dug in 


resolutely through the stretch, capturing third 
money four lengths in back of Grafitti with 
nine of the nation’s best finishing behind her. 

Silent Beauty, the winner, prevailed by a 
half-length over Grafitti. By Creme dela Creme 
out of the *My Babu mare Village Beauty, 
Silent Beauty had been bred in Kentucky by 
her owner. 

Defeated but far from humiliated, At Arms 
Length went back to Barn 35, her work in 
Kentucky behind her. She would leave on 
Sunday for a 19-hour van ride back to Mary¬ 
land. 

With the filly race run, the Churchill Downs 
management cleared its decks for the next 
day’s program. That in itself was no easy 
undertaking. On Oaks day the attendance was 
34 000—about 10,000 fewer than turns out for 
the Preakness. The handle on Oaks day was 
$2,290,000. On the following afternoon, 
123,000 fans would bet $6,389,567—setting a 
new American record for betting at a race track. 

Preparations for 123,000 visitors would be a 
challenge to any management. But Churchill 
Downs is accustomed to the task. 

Still, each year, the unusual happens. Little 
things that can be maddening. Like the press 
box elevator. Two days before the race it 
stuck for over an hour with eleven reporters 
trapped inside. 

Then there was the couple from Scotland 
that publicity director Raymond Johnson had 
agreed to chaperone. 

They had won a newspaper contest con¬ 
ducted by the London Sun. The prize was an 
all-expense paid trip to the Kentucky Derby. 
In a telephone call, Mr. Johnson was told that 
the winners were Ken and Lillian Pittard of 
Wales. They would arrive Thursday in Louis¬ 
ville aboard an American Airlines plane. 

Only thing was, they never showed up. 

The day after they were due, Johnson got 
another telephone call. The Pittards, who were 
in their late 30’s, had canceled out. The man 
in London told Ray they had picked up their 
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Wearing a new suit, trainer Eddie Gaudet 
leads his $15,000 filly, who broke 
her maiden at Timonium, to the paddock 
before the prestigious Kentucky Oaks. 


tickets and arrived safely in the London 
airport and were instructed to await their 
flight in the international lounge. That was 
where they got cold feet. They hadn t had 
a vacation since 1956, they had never flown on 
an airplane—and there they were, awaiting a 
trip over the Atlantic. 

It was all too much for the Pittards. In a 
sudden change of heart, they reclaimed their 
baggage and went home. 

That left Johnson with two empty seats. 
He sold them on Derby day to the son of 
the Baltimore Evening Sun’s assistant managing 
editor, Paul Broderick. 

Chick Lang, Pimlico’s general manager, came 
into the press box on Derby day, shaking 
hands and trailing behind him bits of paper 
that looked like $10 bills. 

The gimmick money was enough to make 
a losing horseplayer drool. The play money 
was the exact duplicate of a $10 bill, except 
that it was only a small part of the real thing. 
When opened, the inside fold read "Come to 
Pimlico where the real money is.” 

Chick amused himself for a while by stand¬ 
ing on the press box porch, throwing a few 
hundred out every few minutes over the 
great crowd of people standing far beneath 
him on the concourse. 

"Did you hear about the old lady who saw 
Chick drop one of these things downstairs?” 
asked the Washington Evening Star’s Joe 
Kelly. "She put her hand on Chick’s arm and 
said: 'Mister, you dropped some money.’ He 
told her to pick it up and keep it. She said: 
‘Oh, no, that wouldn’t be honest. It s not 
mine, it’s yours.’ Chick replied: 'Oh, go 
ahead, lady. I don’t need money. I’m Howard 
Hughes’s son.’ ” 

Out on the porch where Chick was standing, 
the centerfield and its vast crowd could be 
clearly seen. "I estimate,” said Lang, "that 
there are 25 acres of people in that centerfield. 
I have never seen such a crowd at a race track.” 

Bill Boniface, the Sunpapers racing editor, 
came out on the porch, pulling up a chair 
beside us. Turning his program to the Derby, 
he said: "Which horse in the race has the 
best pedigree?” 

Together, we evaluated the pedigrees and 
decided on Bold And Able who is by a cham¬ 



pion (Bold Lad), out of a champion (Real 
Delight). 

"Now how about the worst pedigree?” I 
asked. 

Again we looked them over and decided on 
Canonero II. He had been sold for only $1,200 
at the Keeneland Fall Yearling sales and his 
sire (*Pretendre) had been exported to New 
Zealand. 

The only thing I remember about Canonero 
II was that he cut an impressive figure in the 
stable area. His jockey-exercise boy (Gustavo 
Avila) rode him in his morning gallops 
without a saddle. The horse was equipped in 
the mornings with only a thick pad and 
surcingle. Avila galloped him regularly this 
way and never had trouble keeping him under 
control. 

Ed Bowen, The Blood-Horse’s managing edi¬ 
tor, had remarked one morning about what a 
good-looking colt Canonero II was. But the 
thought occurred to none of us that he might 
actually win the Derby. 

No one will ever know what the jockey and 
trainer thought of their horse before the race. 
That is because nobody interviewed them. A 
language (Spanish) barrier coupled with a 
no-chance attitude let the Venezuelan horse 
escape completely from the pre-race interviews 
of a hundred or so eager reporters. □

"He stood in Kentucky and got 21 foals 
(among them was Canonero II) in his 
first crop, 20 in the next, said Texas’ 
Nelson Bunker Hunt, owner of the sire 
of the Derby winner. 

"Last year I made a deal to stand him 
in New Zealand. But he had to stay in 
the British Isles for weeks before regula¬ 
tions would permit him to proceed Down 
Under, and he served a full book in Ire¬ 
land. Then he served another in the fall, 
when Australian mares were booked to 
him on the southern hemisphere time. 

"I have a stud of 15 mares in New 
Zealand. Most of them have been bred to 
him on our time. Several will be sent to 
him on their time. 

‘Thus he has been making two stud 
seasons annually. But he is a very fer¬ 
tile horse. I have two fillies by him racing 
in France. One is Jazz Lover, a prospect 
for the Prix de Diane. 

“I don’t suppose I could have bought 
* Pretendre at all except that his rider 
took him off the rail near the finish of the 
Epsom Derby, letting Charlottown 
through with the result he got beaten a 
neck. . .

Teamwork Continues Al*

When the 55-year-old owner and manager 
of Windy Hills Farm died last November, he 
left his widow a profit-making Thoroughbred 
establishment that included nine stallions on his 
400-acre Carroll county nursery. 

Thomas R. O’Farrell was a remarkable man. 
Gregarious and forceful, he always provided his 
customers with a warm reception while they 
strolled around the farm which has been in 
Mr. O’Farrell’s family since 1875. 

Behind the boss stood a small but devoted 
team. 

The team is still there, and Windy Hills 
Farm is having a remarkably good year. Credit 
for this success is attributable to two persons 
and a horse — Mary Helen Conover, Ralph 
Kauffman and Bold Legend. 

Mrs. Conover, an O’Farrell employee for 20 
years, handles the business end of the work. Mr. 
Kauffman a 17-year employee, takes care of the 
horses. 

Says Mrs. Conover: "Tom was our front-end 
man. He talked to the customers, and kept 
everybody happy. Ralph and I can handle the 
work. We did it all anyway. But what we need 
is a new front-end man." 

With a twinkle in her eye, Mrs. Conover 
points her thumb at 17-year-old Thomas R. 
O’Farrell, Jr. "He’s gonna be our new front- 
end man. All we have to do is keep things 
going until he’s old enough to take over. He’ll 
graduate from high school next year. We’ve 
got his father’s desk ready for him.’’ 

Young Tommy listens with a smile, indi¬ 
cating probable acceptance. His mother, 
Gertrude, laughs warmly, turning a twinkling 
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i Windy Hills

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eye towards her son. I hope he 11 be able to 
do it,” says Mrs. O’Farrell. "Time will tell. Well 
see.” 

"No reason why he can’t,” replies Mrs. Con¬ 
over. "He really has an interest in this place 
and in his father’s work. I’ll keep right on 
handling the books, and Ralph will stay on 
with the horses. 

"And if Bold Legend keeps on the way he’s 
going . . . well we won’t have to go out 
searching for customers.” 

Beyond any doubt, Bold Legend is the great¬ 
est thing to happen to ^Windy Hills since Tom 
and his brother Joe brought Rough’n Tumble 
to the farm in 1955. 

Purchased by David Shaer at the Saratoga 
yearling sales of 1964 for $94,000, Bold Legend 
went wrong in training and was retired with¬ 
out ever having raced. His superb pedigree 
(*Turn-to — Legendra by ^Challenger II) 
made him worthy of stud duty at a modest fee. 

Test bred in 1967 to only four mares, 
Bold Legend produced three foals in his first 
crop. They are 3-year-olds now and have com¬ 
piled an outstanding record. All three (Miss 


Plumage, Bold Bess and Mr. Legend) have 
won at the major tracks, and, in addition, Miss 
Plumage captured the Prioress Stakes at Aque¬ 
duct on March 31. With only eleven lifetime 
starts to her credit, Miss Plumage had earned 
$58,709 through April 27. 

Except for his first season, Bold Legend has 
stood continuously at Windy Hills. His 1971 
stud fee is only $500. His 1972 fee will be 
either doubled or tripled, depending upon how 
his offspring fare during the rest of the year. 

"I guess,” says Mrs. Conover, "we had 60 
applications to him this spring. We'll wind up 
breeding somewhere around 42 to 45, depend¬ 
ing upon how many he can handle. 

Bold Legend is owned in partnership by Mr. 
Shaer and the O’Farrells. 

"You know," says Mrs. Conover, "it's a 
funny thing, but I’ve never even met Mr. Shaer. 
He lives in Massachusetts, and I guess I’ve 
talked to him on the telephone twice a week 
ever since Bold Legend first came here in 
1968.” 

Bold Legend, a strikingly handsome chest¬ 
nut, was led out by Kauffman for inspection. 
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"Hey,” said Mrs. Conover, "don’t forget 
our other eight stallions! That’s what I mean 
about needing a front-end man. Tom would 
be here telling you about those other horses, 
too. 

Let’s see now. We’ve got Pilot, Devil’s Tat- 
too, *Tropic King II, Deltona, * Flaneur II, 
Itsa Great Day, Ishkoodah and *Turbo Jet II. 
A stallion for every owner’s taste, you might 
say. 

And please be sure to say something nice 
about Devil’s Tattoo (1963, Rough’n Tumble 

Boodlette by Boodle). You know after Tom 
died Mrs. (Edith) Marienhoff (owner of 
Devil’s Tattoo) came down from her home on 
Long Island and set up all my breeding charts 
for me. She wouldn’t even stay with Gert at the 
O Farrell house. She took a room in a motel 
and worked for days getting my records in 
shape.” 

Although the O’Farrells and their team are 
gradually getting Tom’s involved business 
dealings straightened away, there are still count¬ 
ess items to attend to. And one of the biggest

is liquidation of the antiques owned by Tom’s 
94-year-old mother who died one month after 
her son. 

Mrs. M. Byrde O’Farrell was an antique 
dealer of national standing. She left over 5,000 
items — all of which will be auctioned on six 
days: May 17, 18 and June 7, 8, 21 and 22. 
The auction will be held at 43 Liberty street in 
Westminster with Mrs. Conover supervising 
the sale. 

And, of course, young Tommy along with 
all the other O’Farrells (Tommy has five sis¬ 
ters) will be helping with the project. 

There are stalls at Windy Hills for 
either 93 or 94 horses, depending upon who 
gives you the answer: Weve got 94 stalls, 
says Mrs. Conover. "Ninety-three,” corrects Mr. 
Kauffman. "I think it’s 94,” insists Mrs. Con¬ 
over. 

Ralph doesn’t reply again. But you get the 
very firm feeling that he hasn’t had his mind 
changed. "Ninety-three, you can almost hear 
him mutter as he leads Bold Legend back to 
his stall. CH

J. C. Mergler Retires At Sagamore 

J. C. Mergler, Sagamore’s on-the-farm trainer, 
retired last month after 37 years of employment 
by Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s stable. Mr. 
Mergler plans to move with his wife to their 
26-acre Holly Tree Farm in Perryville where 
he will "raise a horse or two after my leg 
gets better.” 

Mr. Mergler injured the cartilage in his leg 
while leading a horse two years ago. It has 
given him considerable trouble in recent 
months, and it was this fact which compelled 
him to retire. 

A native of Havre de Grace, J. C. was one 
of five brothers who went to the race tracks as 
jockeys and exercise boys. Charles was the 
nation's leading steeplechase rider in 1923, La¬ 
mar was an exercise boy, Monk was a top chase 
rider and Donald was a flat race jockey. 

J. C, himself, went to Sagamore as an 
exercise boy. After six months at the 
Baltimore county farm he was promoted 
by Bud Stotler to the role of assistant trainer. 
Except for 45 months Army duty in World 
War II, 61-year-old J. C. had been either at 
Sagamore Farm or with the Vanderbilt racing 
stable ever since. 


Ferguson Hired By Mike Ford 

Michael J. Ford announced this month that 
he has engaged Harold H. Ferguson to become 
vice president in charge of sales for both Ford 
Stables and Investors’ Bloodstock Corporation. 

Mr. Ferguson had been at Sagamore Farm 
since 1951 and was the farm’s manager for the 
past 12 years. He left Sagamore this past 


March following a brief stint early last fall with 
the Ocala Stud Farm in Florida. 

The principal in both Ford Stables and In¬ 
vestors’ Bloodstock Corporation is Mr. Ford 
who makes his home in Omaha, Nebraska, but 
is in Maryland a great part of the year where 
he trains his own racing stable. Mr. Ford s best 
known horse is, of course, Kauai King, win¬ 
ner of the 1966 Kentucky Derby and Preak- 
ness. Kauai King, now the property of a syn¬ 
dicate, stands at Sagamore Farm. 

The newly created position filled by Ferguson 
will involve supervising the sale of 14 horses 
of racing age and 15 yearlings now owned by 
the Ford Stables and Investors Bloodstock. 

In addition to these horses, Ferguson will 
sell 37 broodmares and some weanlings follow¬ 
ing the end of the 1971 breeding season. 
Among the broodmares are the dams of 
Singing Rain and To The Man. Others include 
two mares from Hyperion’s last two crops 
and a half-sister to Native Dancer. 

Mr. Ford explains that Investors’ Bloodstock 
is a holding company whose directors include 
Morris Miller, chairman of the board of the 
Omaha National Bank; Jerold C. Hoffberger, 
president and chairman of the board of National 
Brewing Company, and William Coliton, presi¬ 
dent of the Western Maryland Railroad. 


Bedwell Elected To Hall of Fame 

H. Guy Bedwell, the king among Maryland 
trainers from the early 1920s until his death 
in 1952, has been elected to the Hall of Fame 
at the National Museum of Racing in Saratoga. 
Mr. Bedwell’s name will be installed during 
the August race meeting at Saratoga this year. 
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Bedwell was the first trainer to saddle an 
American Triple Crown winner, his feat occur¬ 
ring in 1919 with Commander J.K.L. Ross’s 
Sir Barton. Bedwell was also the nation’s lead¬ 
ing trainer in number of winners for six 
straight years — 1912 through 1917. 

Tough, aggressive and shrewd, Mr. Bedwell 
took delight in the nickname (Hard Guy) 
given him by other racetrackers. Among the 
many young men he started off on careers as 
brilliant horsemen was Humphrey S. Finney 
who worked for him at the Laurel Park Stud 
which was owned by Commander Ross. 

In addition to Bedwell, the National Museum 
will install into its Hall of Fame the race 
horse Longfellow, jockey Alfred Johnson, race 
horse Dr. Fager and trainer Bill Winfrey. 

Matthews Family Wins Again 

For the third time in the past four years, 
Mrs. Stephen E. Matthews won the women’s 
division of the amateur judging contest at the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association’s 37th 
annual yearling show held this month at 
Timonium. 

And not only did Mrs. Matthews continue 
her personal sweep, but, in addition, the win¬ 
ner of the men’s division this year was her 
husband.

International Moved To October 25 

The 20th running of the Washington (D.C.) 
International at Laurel will be on Monday, 
October 25, to conform with the Veterans Day 
Holiday celebration. By an act of Congress, 
Veterans Day was switched to the fourth Mon¬ 
day of October rather than November 11, the 
traditional date for the International. 

John D. Schapiro, president of the Laurel 
Race Course, said that despite the change in 
dates, he expects the International to remain 
the greatest challenge and achievement for the 
horses and horsemen of all nations. He noted 
that a number of great classic races will pre¬ 
cede the International in October. 

The Arc De Triomphe will be held in 
France on October 3. On October 16, the 
Champion Stakes will be held in England, while 
the Man ’o War is being run at Belmont. The 
Preis Von Europa is being run in Germany 
on October 17. 

Over 180 entries from 20 countries have 
run in the International. 

The United States has had 10 winners, 
followed by France with five victories, and 
England with two. Ireland, Venezuela, and 
Australia have one each.

Stakes Winner Baitman, Aged 10, 
Retires To Buckingham Farm 

The remarkable stakes horse, Baitman (As- 
semblyman-Tania, by Roman), winner of 27 
races and $297,928, has been returned at age 10 
to Mr. and Mrs. Edward Houghton's Bucking- 
ham Farm in Chestertown for retirement. 

Baitman, once described as “the darling of 
the geriatric set,” won or placed in 11 stakes 
through the age of 9. Bred by Anderson Fowler 
at the Middletown, Delaware, farm of E. E. 
Weymouth, Baitman won in excess of 
$100,000 for his owner-breeder before being 
claimed at age 7 in New York for $15,000. 

Baitman proved a wise claim for his new 
owner, New York horseman Bobby Frankel, for 
whom’ he won nearly $195,000 in two seasons 
of racing. Frankel decided this spring to retire 
the "grand old man” and to insure that he 
would have the best home possible, gave him 
to Eddie and Binnie Houghton. 

Mrs. Houghton is Mr. Fowler’s daughter. 
The Houghtons are old friends of Baitman, 
having frequently boarded the gelding when 
he belonged to Mr. Fowler. 


Probably Baitman’s best race occurred last 
year when at age 9 he missed by a nose to Fort 
Marcy, subsequently 1970 Horse of the Year, 
in the Tidal Handicap at New York. Baitman 
nearly died in the winter of 1970 of an intesti¬ 
nal disorder, but bounced back to win 4 of 
his first 10 starts. 

Baitman will now enjoy a life of leisure and 
may eventually join his stakes winning half- 
brother, former Maryland champion Raritan 
Valley, as a hunter for Mr. Houghton. □

And at 
foe annual meeting of the American Horse 
Council held in Dallas, Texas, the magazine 
was singled out as the leader in its field for 
design and pictorial layout—those departments 
being entirely handled by Robert Eldredge, 
foe managing editor.

Obituary 


Beverly Miller 

Beverly Miller, of Elkton, was killed last 
month when she apparently surprised a burglar 
in her office at the Delaware Equine Center. 
Miss Miller, 35, was a school teacher, directed 
a church choir, taught riding, was a lifeguard 
and a music director. 

Jill Hassler, speaking for the Lanchester 
Pony Club, paid this tribute to Miss Miller: 
"The Lanchester Pony Club had the privilege 
of her association for six years. Her consistent 
interest and activity with our young people was 
remarkable. She actively participated in all our 
club functions. She taught our children all 
phases of horsemanship and care of horse and 
equipment. Beverly was camp counselor at the 
club’s summer camp and was always in the 
midst of every activity.” 


Aimee R. Britton, a 24-year-old exercise girl, 
died last month following injuries sustained 
when she fell from an unraced 2-year-old 
which had bolted with her on the paved road 
and parking area at the Timonium race track. 

Miss Britton was the daughter of Ridgely 
H. Lee who is the wife of Jockey Tommy Lee. 
Mrs. Lee, a licensed trainer, was the owner, 
breeder and trainer of the 2-year-old her daugh¬ 
ter was riding. 

According to Mrs. Lee, the accident occurred 
when Miss Britton’s mount became upset after 
passing through the gap onto the Timonium 
track. The 2-year-old wheeled and attempted to 
bolt towards the stable area. Miss Britton was 
able to keep the colt going in a circle on the 
paved road for a few minutes, but he then 
bolted a second time and carried his rider up 
past the sales pavilion. 

The colt then jumped the concrete block 
wall in front of the pavilion. At this point, 
Miss Britton was thrown. Her head apparently 
struck one of the concrete dividers situated be¬ 
tween the sales pavilion’s parking spaces. 

The horse was eventually captured in the 
parking lot of a hamburger shop on the oppo¬ 
site side of the York road. 


Statistical Record Planned

Nearctic Filly Tops 
Annual Yearling Show 



Somewhat out of the limelight since the 
retirement in 1969 of her $184,000 stakes- 
winner Exceedingly, Helen L. Jennings held 
center-stage at the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association’s 37th annual yearling show at 
Timonium early this month. 

Mrs. Jennings, wife of retired naval captain 
Lewis Brooke Jennings, gained the show’s 
grand championship with a bay or brown 
Nearctic filly out of the * Amerigo mare La 
Simonetta. 

The reserve championship was won by Elry 
M. Groves’ roan colt by Solo Landing out of 
Lovely Tune by Neptune. Mr. Groves, owner 
of a small stud in Boonsboro (Md.), was 
seeking his second grand championship, having 
won the show in 1963 with an Alerted colt 
later named Hasty Pagan. 

Sidney Watters, Jr., trainer of the sidelined 
1970 2-year-old champion Hoist the Flag, 
judged the four-class exhibition. Sixty-seven 
Maryland-breds were exhibited in the two-and- 
a-half hour show. 

Near perfect weather attracted a crowd 
estimated at 400 persons. 


Other class winners were Harold H. Polk’s 
bay or brown colt by Carry Back out of the 
More Sun mare Sunelia and Stiles Tuttle Col- 
will’s bay or brown filly by Bold Effort out of 
Esquill by *Princequillo. 

Mrs. Jennings gained $550 in prize money 
in addition to one year’s possession of the 
Blarney Challenge trophy and permanent pos¬ 
session of the Maryland Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation’s trophy and a trophy presented by the 
Bowie race track. 

A total of $2,500 was awarded at the show, 
$2,400 of this sum having been contributed 
by the Maryland State Fair Board. Each class 
was endowed with prizes totaling $500.

Herself the mother of six children (ages 
25 to 14) and a stepmother to two others, 
Mrs. Jennings lives near Centreville on her 
32 5-acre Alder Branch Farm. 

Her multiple stakes-winner Exceedingly (a 
foal of 1963) was the first horse bred by Mrs. 
Jennings. He gained national fame in 1967 
when he defeated Damascus in the $50,000- 
added duPont Handicap at Delaware Park. 

Mrs. Jennings’ father was the late William 
H. Lipscomb, known to his friends as Big 
Shorty.” Mr. Lipscomb, who died in 1957, 
owned the Raspberry Plain Farm near Lees- 
burg, Va.

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The Jockey Club revealed last month that 
North Americas current crop of 2-year-olds 
consists of 22,202 registered Thoroughbreds— 
a decrease of 709 from the 1970 juvenile crop. 

This decrease reverses the trend of increased 
Thoroughbred production which prevailed 
throughout North America during the past 
two decades. 

Following the North American pattern, 
Maryland showed a slight loss in foal registra¬ 


tions, the current crop of 2-year-olds number¬ 
ing 1,228 compared to 1,269 for 1970. 

Maryland, however, retained fourth place in 
the national standings. The state has ranked 
fourth behind Kentucky, California and Florida 
since 1964. 

In the tabulations given below, foal crops 
are listed for the year they were produced. 
Foals, for example, of 1969 are 2-year-olds of 
1971. That group constitutes the most recent 
figures compiled by The Jockey Club.

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J. B. Secor Wins 
My Lady’s Manor Race 
With Gift Horse 


Eighteen-year-old John Bosley Secor won 
the 61st running of the My Lady’s Manor 
point-to-point last month in Monkton, driving 
his gift horse Much To Do to an upset victory 
in the three-mile race. 

Haffaday, winner of the 1969 Maryland 
Hunt Cup, was regarded as the class of the 
field, but the veteran jumper failed in his bid 
against Much To Do. He finished second with 
Early Earner third. 

For the partisan Maryland fans, nothing 
could have been more popular than J. B. s 
triumph with his 11-year-old gelding. 

The Secor farm covers a portion of the 
My Lady’s Manor course, and the Secor family 
is just about as close to horses as anybody 
can be. Their horses and ponies are pets 
most of them having nicknames which in no 
way resemble their official racing monikers. 

One might think, then, that Much To Do 
was one of the 20-odd horses that the Secors 
have schooled, hunted and shown during the 
past year. Perhaps he was ridden under the 
pseudonym of Itch, Chester, Reddy, Worry, 
Tonga, Action, Chiefo, Man o’ War, or No 
Name. 

But in actual fact, Much To Do was none 
of those Secor stalwarts. 

He’s a newcomer to Inverness Farm. He ar¬ 
rived on the Monkton scene only a little bit 
more than a month ago. 

J.B., now a high school senior, attended 
Aiken Prep several years ago and while in the 
South Carolina town he attracted the eye of 
George H. (Pete) Bostwick, who liked the 
young Marylander as a person and admired 
the way he rode with the Aiken Drag Hunt. 
Mr. Bostwick owned Much To Do and the

thought occurred early this past March that the 
gelded son of *Nirgal just might make Secor 
a pretty fair timber horse. So he called the 
Secors, describing his gift as a horse who had 
enough speed to win on the flat and enough 
jumping ability to do well in the show ring. 
And, better still, he was sound and in work at 
Dale Thiel’s stable at Camden, South Carolina, 
and wasn’t more than three weeks away from a 
race. 

You simply can’t look a gift horse in the 
mouth, especially when he’s touted by one of 
America’s foremost horsemen, so Much To Do 
arrived at the Secors’ in time for a single March 
foxhunt with the Elkridge-Harford. His first 
start was at the Warrenton point-to-points. It 
was not an impressive debut. Much To Do was 
decidedly on the rank side, but J. B.'s new 
horse made amends at the Elkridge-Harford 
meet, where he jumped well and finished a 
close-up fourth to Landing Party. 

The My Lady’s Manor hardly looked the 
spot for both Much To Do and Secor to win 
their very first race at a recognized hunt meet. 
The seven-horse field included the grand per¬ 
former Haffaday, who was making his first 
1971 start after sustaining an injury in last 
fall’s Pennsylvania Hunt Cup. He was pro¬ 
nounced fit and ready by rider Louis Neilson. 
Stuart Janney’s Arno, with regular rider Charles 
Fenwick, Jr., up, had looked sharp in winning 
the 1971 Howard County Cup and had shown a 
liking for the Manor course when he won the 
John Rush Streett Memorial a year ago. Early 
Earner, J.W.Y. Martin’s honest performer, was 
making his first start after a 1969 campaign 
that included a good win at the Manor and 
a second in the Maryland Hunt Cup. *Fachoso 
II, Tommy Smith’s present hope, impressed at 
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Elkridge-Harford. In addition, Much To Do 
faced a pair of rapid front runners: Mr. E. M. 
(Benjamin H. Griswold, IV up) looked good 
in his 1971 debut at Piedmont and James 
Woffords Malakasia, trained by Mrs. Nelson 
Slater and ridden by his owner, had won the 
1971 heavyweight race at Cheshire and in 
1968 was good enough to win at the Manor 
over the great Mountain Dew. 

Knowledgeable race enthusiasts assumed that 
Malakasia and Mr. E. M. would wing-ding in 
front and kill each other off. Such was not the 
case. Much To Do went to the front at the 
drop of the flag and proceeded to jump flaw¬ 
lessly. "Pete” Bostwick was right; J. B. had a 
nice horse, but most took it for granted that 
J. B.’s horse was through for the day when 
Early Earner moved to him three fences from 
home. Wrong again. Much To Do repelled the 
bid and outjumped Haffaday at the last to 
register a ten-length victory. Haffaday was 
second, Early Earner third—and you can rest 
assured that these two veterans will benefit 
from the race. Arno very nearly went down at 
the third and met several other fences wrong. 
# Fachoso II and Mr. E. M. could not keep up 
and Malakasia fell at the fourteenth. Mr. 
Wofford was not injured. 

The John Rush Streett Memorial for non¬ 
winners of two races, over the same three-mile 
course, attracted eight starters and the paddock 
buzzed with predictions that the Secors would 
win two races for the day. Why not? St. James 
Corner, the biggest pet of all the pets in the 
Secor barn, won this same race in 1965 and the 
14-year-old had safely carried J. B. when the 
youngster was riding in his first races over 
timber two seasons ago. The old boy never 
looked better following a close-up second to 
Arno at Howard County. Mrs. Secor was enter¬ 
taining the thought of climaxing St. James 
Corner’s career with another try at the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. 

A pair of competitors were down from Penn¬ 
sylvania. Eastmac, ridden by Bruce Miller, 
boasted a second in this year’s Cheshire Bowl 
and Paddy Neilson rode Mrs. Andrew Hobbs’ 
Tacamahac, a full brother, interestingly enough, 
to Eastmac. 


Frank A. Bonsai, Jr., a prime supporter of 
Maryland timber racing, entered a pair of 
hopefuls. Conasauga, who won this race three 
years ago, was ridden by Bruce Fenwick. Bonsai, 
who has won the John Rush Streett Memorial 
no less than three times, rode Hussar, who 
debuted this spring with a third at Howard 
County and a fall at Elkridge-Harford. Edwin 
Merryman, in his first appearance at a 
recognized meet, was on the attractive veteran 
Gassendi and Tommy Voss rode Eloping, a six- 
year-old making his first start in a sanctioned 
meet after prep races at Warren ton and 
Potomac.

The O’Dono- 
vans have enjoyed Cafe, as in addition to run¬ 
ning with promise in four 1969 starts over 
timber, Mr. O’Donovan occasionally hunts the 
son of Amarullah with the Green Spring 
Hounds and Mrs. O’Donovan used Cafe last 
summer as her mount in a clinic on horseman¬ 
ship. To boot, Mrs. O’Donovan, with her usual 
sense of humor, indicated that she was due a 
winner, as she had not won anything since a 
ribbon in a pony show as a 14-year-old. 

The rank Eloping went to the front at the 
start of the Streett Memorial and made it over 
the first—just made it. Tommy Voss and J. B. 
are neighbors and close friends and at the 
second fence they were a bit too close. Eloping 
fell heavily and St. James Corner tripped over 
the fallen horse, losing young Secor in the 
process. Thus, the My Lady’s Manor area of 
Maryland was spared the celebration of a 
dual Secor triumph, and, as things turned out, 
St. James Corner would have had to run a real 
big race to prevail. Cafe went to the front and, 
though putting in several precarious fences, 
pushed aside an Eastmac challenge to win easily. 
The latter was second, Conasauga third, 
Gassendi fourth and Tacamahac last. Hussar 
fell heavily at the sixth. Frank Bonsai and 
Tommy Voss were shaken up. J. B. Secor was 
no worse for his experience and it will be many 
a day before he forgets the afternoon when his 
gift horse ran like a champion at My Lady’s 
Manor. □

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it is designed to provide relief and remove all 
vestiges of lameness. It could very well be the 
drug horse trainers and racing secretaries have 
been dreaming of since racing dates have in¬ 
creased so tremendously for the past 20 years.

On the other hand, it is illegal to administer 
Butazolidin to a race horse 48 hours prior to 
an event in most states. There are side effects 
of noticable proportions in the cases of Buta¬ 
zolidin, anti-inflammatory injections (like 
Cortisone) and the analgesic, aspirin, Dr. Reed 
noted. Injections like Cortisone often destroy 
the body’s ability to fight off infection. As¬ 
pirin can lead to cardiac irregularities and it 
often masks pain among horses.

In animals there are two types of debili¬ 
tating osteo-arthritis.

They are considered 
sound even though there isn’t a return to per¬ 
fect locomotion. That isn’t acceptable with 
horses in the athletic end of the game, of course. 
They must be perfect in order to race.” D

Behind him came John K. Shaw, Jr., 
on Zipwich, Redmond Stewart on Sergeant 
Miller, Downey Bonsai on Rockburn, James 
McHenry and John Culver. Then, of course, 
the ladies were right up among the first flight 
and no wonder with such horsewomen as the 
Warfield sisters, Kitty and Ethel Hoffman, Mrs. 
Ralph Crimmens, Leith Griswold and Elizabeth 
Janney riding.

Vaunt, owned and ridden by Stuart S. Janney, 
Jr., won the race, setting a new course record. 
Coq Bruyere, ridden by R. P. Hamilton, was 
second and Adagio, ridden by P. D. Reid was 
third. 

After winning the featured My Lady’s Manor, 
Mr. Janney came back in the John Rush Streett 
Memorial (secondary event on the two-race 
card) to win with his young but promising 
Winton. Second in the Streett was C. E. Tuttle’s 
Quo Warranto, ridden by J. Fred Colwill. 
Parkantell, ridden by Tommy Ramseur, was 
third. The leader at the last fence (Bob Lam- 
born’s Golden Satin) cut a flag, forcing his 
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rider, Billy Rasche, to pull up and correct the 
error. 

► Only three of ten starters completed the 
course in the Grand National. Winton, owned 
and ridden by Stuart S. Janney, Jr., was a 
galloping winner with Espadin, ridden by 
Louis Merryman, second over Golden Satin, 
ridden by Billy Rasche. Among those failing 
to complete the course were Monty R. (ridden 
by John Harrison), Quo Warranto (Fred Col- 
will), Charge Account (Jack Bosley), Field 
Glass (Hamilton Hughes), Justa Racket 
(Hugh O’Donovan) and Adagio (Pete Reid).

► John Strawbridge’s Coq Bruy ere won the 
48th running of the Maryland Hunt Cup, de¬ 
feating Stuart Janney’s Vaunt.

His staying power throughout 
the race was indeed remarkable, having set the 
pace over 13 of the 22 fences . . . 

John E. Hughes’ Field Glass (ridden by 
Mansfield Hughes) finished third, followed by 
Hold Forth (Edward Bennett), Monty R. 
(John Merryman), Espadin (Louis Merryman) 
and Cherry Brook (F. H. Powers). 

► In a profile on Pimlico’s general manager, 
Matt Daiger, Miss Priscilla Fuller wrote: ”In 
1898 Pimlico race track borrowed Uncle Matt 
Daiger for a few weeks (from the Carrollton 
Hotel where he was manager). Those weeks 
drifted into months and now, 43 years later, 
the track still finds the loan too valuable a one 
ro return. . . . Let s go back to the days when 
Pimlico was owned and operated by the state 
and conducted not only running but trotting 
races along with fairs. . . . Aside from keeping 
things at Old Hilltop in ship-shape he was 
responsible for pulling Timonium out of a 
bad financial rut back in 1915. This organiza¬ 
tion found themselves nearly in the hands of 
the receivers when Daiger went out and lent 
a helping hand. After a number of years 
Timonium was brought up from a 30-acre 
plot to 90 acres including a new exhibition 
hall and a grandstand . . .” 

►Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt announced the 
hiring of B. K. Beckwith to assist David F. 
Woods, the publicity director at Pimlico and 
Belmont Park. Mr. Beckwith had worked at 
tracks in California for the past five years.

Since the USET did not compete in Europe’s 
major shows in 1969, there is no doubt this 
photographic tour de force has less American 
appeal than usual in this, its 27th edition. 

However, the photos of the top show jumping 
figures from Europe and other countries are 
always exciting, and they are certain to be 
useful to course designers and horse show 
officials who may decide to try some of the 
M new look” fences constructed overseas. Even 
this reviewer’s untrained eye for fences is 
caught by the red-trimmed picket gate of 
Lisbon, the white-trimmed wall at Reims, and 
the sloped poles and rails into bushes at 
Barcelona. 

Articles in English include the European 
men’s championship and the British Jumping 
Derby, both at Hickstead, by Raymond Brooks- 
Ward and Pamela MacGregor-Morris, respec¬ 
tively; the National Horse Show from 1909- 
1913 by Max E. Ammann; the London Royal 
International by Brooks-Ward; some Badminton 
three-day event material by Daphne Moore; 
the Dublin show by Maj. E. A. Boylan; the 
women’s championship of Europe at Dublin 
by Iris Kellett, and a story on the European 
three-day event championships in France by 
Mary Gordon-Watson. 


THE LADBROKES STORY. 

Richard Kaye. 

Pelham Books, London. 

304 pp. 

The way American racing is developing, this 
might be a good investment for a future 
’prestige” American bookmaking firm. Lad¬ 
brokes had long been the bookmakers to 
royalty, but only when the firm was sold to 
rival Max Parker by his nephew, shrewd, 
energetic Cyril Stein, did it move up to rival 
William Hill’s as the "biggest.” Court cases 
and controversies with its rival are only some 
of the more enjoyable, "gossipy” portions of 
this interesting book. 

Kaye, the author, is a Ladbrokes director 
but also a life-long racing man, and the author 
of a previous book on bloodlines, portions of 
which are included here, as are other major 
developments in British racing. However, it 
is still the drama of big bets won, almost won, 
or lost that dominates the book. And despite its 
ties to royalty, Ladbrokes has had to be very 
alert to avoid being the victim of various plots 
by its clients and others. 

In 1968 the firm’s turnover was 40 million 
pounds, of which it paid out 1.4 million. 
Before World War I a loss of 25,000 pounds 
was viewed as a major calamity! In the 
General Election of 1964 (betting on elections 
is five times Derby Day betting), Maxwell 
Joseph won 50,000 pounds.

A New Star For Stuart Janney 


One cannot help but speculate on what the outcome of the Preakness would 
have been this month had a lightly raced Maryland-bred named On Your Toes been 
ready for the mile and three-sixteenths race. 

Three days before the $150,000-added 3-year-old test was run at Pimlico, 
Stuart S. Janney, Jr/s On Your Toes turned in the most brilliant performance of the 
meeting by equaling the track's mile and a sixteenth track record while winning by 
seven lengths in style which the chartmaker described as "easily/ 

The record of 1:42 was set by Noble Impulse in 1949 and equaled by Daring 
Step this past January. On the day that On Your Toes equaled the mile and a 
sixteenth record, the afternoon's fastest six-furlong race was 1:11 2/5. Pimlico's track 
record for that distance is 1:09 1 /5. 

On Your Toes is a Maryland-bred from every angle. His sire. Restless Native, 
stands at Sagamore Farm, and his dam, Step Over, foaled On Your Toes at Merryland 
Farm in Hydes. 

Mr. Janney, a former president of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
and former chairman of the Maryland Racing Commission, has bred and raced such 
top horses as Promise and Tyrant in recent years. At this stage of his career, On Your 
Toes looks equally as good. 

When tying Pimlico's track record, the gray gelding was making only the fifth 
start of his career. Unraced at 2, he made his first start in late March at Bowie. After 
five starts, his record consisted of three victories and two seconds. 

From a pedigree standpoint, On Your Toes has no shortcomings. His sire (a 
winner of two of three starts) is by Native Dancer out of Next Move. His dam, bred 
by Mrs. H. C. Phipps (Mrs. Janney's mother), is by *Ambiorix. Among the mare's 
earlier produce were Irish Stile ($69,095), Third Step ($21,550), Rash Step ($9,423), 
Move Aside, Forty-Niner and Jump Up. 

Although On Your Toes had not tried stakes company through the first 
five starts of his career, my guess is that this gelding will become the leader of 
Maryland's 3-year-old division.
